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College Candidates 


Both major political parties wUl nominate 
eight eandidates to elective boards which run 
Michi^n's coUesres and universities. 


The jobs are overshadowed by the political 
prestige of a governor or a United States Sena­ 
tor and in the way partisans measure things, 
they are extras without much real significance. 


This year the realities of crisis on the cam­ 
puses make these choices among the most vital 
either party can make. 


Two candidates will be nominated by each 
party for the University of Michigan Board of 
Regents, the Michigan State University Board 
of Trustees, the Wayne State Univei-sity Board 
of Governors and the State Board of Education. 


Too often these nominations have been tha 
prize for years of political hackdom, a deep bow 
to a special interest group or a casual payoff for 
a real or fancied contribution to the public good. 


None of these boards has covered 
itself 
Mith flrlory as the crisis on the campus has erup* 
ted into perhaps the major issue of our time. 


At Ûie University of Michigan, the Regents 
responded to a violent student sit-in by agree­ 
ing in hilarious confusion to give blacks a 10 per 
cent quota of the student body by 1973. 


T h t Regents solved the crisis by running 
away. 


At Michigan State University, the Trustees 
turned It all over to administrators who solved 
the problem of student destruction by making 
polite soimds until it ended, inconclusively. 


Wayne State University board members al­ 
lowed the president to patty-cake with a group 
of students and non-students who published ob­ 
scenities in a newspaper subsidized from state 
funds. 


For generatieiui aeademicians have preached 


to all who w’oukl listen that a university is a 
place of inquiry and that they needed frse^m to 
pursue knowledge. 


In their first major test of freedom — with 
the public watching to test wfiether administra­ 
tors and professors could, indeed, run their uni­ 
versities — they failed, miserably. 


Even Gov. Milliken has been trying to abol­ 
ish the State Board of Education, created in its 
present form by the 1969 constitution. 


Its members have spent endless hours and 
days fighting partisan battles, some promoting 
themselves for higher office, others nit-picking 
over minor philosophical and personal views. 


None of the boards has shown an ability to 
eontrol even the administrators they hire. None 
has grasped the full meaning or realized in any 
substantial way the importance of making poli­ 
cy for what others have called the major hope 
of mankind. 


That’s why what the Democrats do in Grand 
Rapids at their nominating convention August 
22 and what the Republicans do in Detroit Aug­ 
ust 29 Is crucial this electkm year. 


The early pattern is bleak. Even the MSU 
alumni have established teams to propose can­ 
didates for each party, an approach more likely 
to produce footMl start and lead singers in 
fraternity quartets. 


We eonoede that both parties have a self- 
perpetuating duty to nominate candidates who 
are attnietive to the voters and who can be 
elected. 


This year — In light of the record — we 
feel it's conceivable that the voters will find 
most attractive those candidates capable of run­ 
ning a university, or at least, those with enough 
statesmanship to run the administrators, on be­ 
half of the Pecmle of the State of Michigan.

ANOTHER POLLUTION PROBLEM 


Pupils On Drugs 


From several school districts across th e 
country comes a story as chilling as anything 
written by George On%ell — the pi*escription of 
powerful mind-changing drugs to elementary 
school children in an effort to alter their pat­ 
terns of behavior. 


In Omaha, Neb., where the issue has been 
aired most fully, behavioral drugs were pre­ 
scribed for children on a widespread ImsIs to 
control them in class and make them more 
“teachable.” 


In Baltimore, Md.. Fairfax, Va., Minneap­ 
olis, Minn., and Little Rock, Ark., to name but a 
few, similar use of drugs has been reported . 


The Hrutrs in question are amphetamines, 
whose lonjr-ranire consequences upon a child’i 
physical and mental development are not fully 
known. Their short-range effects — which make 
them .so attractive to some teachers — is that 
they render unruly students more docile and 
more easily managed. 


Where once a teacher strove to motivate a 
student, and failinpf^ in that, applied discipline to 
those who needed it. tlie answer now Is to pre­ 
scribe a pill, presumably on the theory that if 
you can’t teach ’em, drug 'em. 


Rep. romelius iJallaifher, D-N. J., whose 
TTouse Governnient Ooerations Subcommittee 
has launched an investicration of such drug use, 
de8cril>es the practice this way: 


“The classroom is really a creative, learning 
experience. Vet. in Omaha, through drugs, physi­ 
cians ai-e attempting to induce con^rmlty; in 
other words, they .seem ♦ 
attempting to cre­ 
ate a Huxleyan alpha siudent from those iden­ 
tified with gamma. This may seem unbeliev­ 
able; but it is happening nonetheless. There are 
important persons who would like to turn the 
school system into a massive clinic.” 


Unknown factors in the use of these drugs 
are emphasized by the case of one parent who 
told Gallagher that when her ion stopped takin 
the drug he sank into a deep depression an 
broke every window in the house. 


Gallagher promises a full-scale investigation 
of drug prescription in schools, including inquiry 
into who is promoting it as well as reports It is 
being Kul>sidlzed with federal funds. Then, he 
believes, parents more effectively c a n assert 
their right not to have school authorities tam­ 
per with the minds and bodies of their ehildrsa.

I 
doubt the wisdom of recom­ 
mending sweeping changes si­ 
multaneously in nrwny areas of 
county governmental concern 
because of the nature of our 
government.

system of government is a com­ 
plex of interrelationships on lo­ 
cal, state and national levels. 
County government developed 
aft the heart of it and its roots 
are strong and deep, going back 
over a thoueand years in our 
Angto-Saxon fovemmental her» 
iUge. 


As in any system, changes ia 
any of its parts, can have fer- 
reaching and often unexpected 
effects in other perts of the 
system. So it is with county 
government because of its in­ 
terrelatedness wMh the total 
fabric 
of 
our 
government 
structure. It would seem to be 
the course of wisdom and pru­ 
dence ta initiate desired dtangee 
in an ordered and orderly man­ 
ner in more than one or two 
areas and then alk)w time for 
the changes to be assimilated 
with attention to unforaseea 
and possibly undesirable eonee- 
quences before proceeding to 
institute 
additional 
changei 
which might need lo be modi­ 
fied in the light of those con- 
sequenc*es.

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College Candidates 


Both major political parties will nominate 
eight candidates to elective boards which run 
Michigan’s colleges and universities. 
The jobs are overshadowed by the political 
prestige of a governor or a United States Sena­ 
tor and in the way partisans measure things 
they are extras without much real significance. 
This year the realities of crisis on the cam­ 
puses make these choices among the most vital 
either party can make. 
Two candidates will be nominated by each 
party for the University of Michigan Board of 
Regents, the Michigan State University Board 
of Trustees, the Wayne State University Board 
of Governors and the State Board of Education. 
Too often these nominations have been th* 
prize for years of political hackdom, a deep bow 
to a special interest group or a casual payoff for 
a real or fancied contribution to the public good. 
None of these 
boards has covered 
itself 
with glory as the crisis on the campus has erup­ 
ted into perhaps the major issue of our time. 
At the University of Michigan, the Regents 
responded to a violent student sit-in by agree­ 
ing in hilarious confusion to give blacks a IO per 
cent quota of the student body by 1973. 
The Regents solved the crisis by running 
away. 
At Michigan State University, the Trustees 
turned it all over to administrators who solved 
the problem of student destruction by making 
polite sounds until it ended, inconclusively. 
Wayne State University board members al­ 
lowed the president to pattv-cake with a group 
of students and non-students who published ob­ 
scenities in a newspaper subsidized from state 
funds. 


For generations academicians have preached 
to all who would listen that a university is a 
place of inquiry and that they needed freedom to 
pursue knowledge. 
Tn their first major test of freedom — with 
the public watching to test whether administra­ 
tors and professors could, indeed, run their uni­ 
versities — they failed, miserably. 
Even Gov. Milliken has been trying to abol­ 
ish the State Board of Education, created in its 
present form by the 1969 constitution. 
Its members have spent endless hours and 
days fighting partisan battles, some promoting 
themselves for higher office, others nit-picking 
over minor philosophical and personal views. 
None of the boards has shown an ability to 
control even the administrators they hire. None 
has grasped the full meaning or realized in any 
substantial way the importance of making poli­ 
cy for what others have called the major hope 
of mankind. 
That’s why what the Democrats do in Grand 
Rapids at their nominating convention August 
22 and what the Republicans do in Detroit Aug­ 
ust 29 is crucial this election year. 
The early pattern is bleak. Even the MSU 
alumni have established teams to propose can­ 
didates for each party, an approach more likely 
to produce football stars and lead singers in 
fraternity quartets. 
We concede that both parties have a self- 
perpetuating duty to nominate candidates who 
are attractive to the voters and who can l>e 
elected. 
This year — In light of the record — we 
feel it’s conceivable that the voters will find 
most attractive those candidates capable of run­ 
ning a university, or at least, those with enough 
statesmanship to run the administrators, on be­ 
half of the People of the State of Michigan.

Pupils On Drugs 


From several school districts across t h e 
country comes a story as chilling as anything 
written by George Orwell — the prescription of 
powerful mind-changing drugs to elementary 
school children in an effort to alter their pat­ 
terns of behavior. 
In Omaha, Neb., where the issue has been 
aired most fully, behavioral drugs were pre­ 
scribed for children on a widespread basis to 
control them in class and make them more 
"teachable.” 
In Baltimore, Md., Fairfax, Va., Minneap­ 
olis, Minn., and Little Rock, Ark., to name but a 
few, similar use of drugs has been reported . 
The drugs in question are amphetamines, 
whose long-range consequences upon a child’s 
physical and mental development are not fully 
known. Their short-range effects — w'hich make 
them so attractive to some teachers — is that 
they render unruly students more docile and 
more easily managed. 
Where once a teacher strove to motivate a 
student, and failing in that, applied discipline to 
those who needed it, the answer now is to pre­ 
scribe a pill, presumably on the theory that if 
you can’t teach ’em, drug ’em. 
Rep. Cornelius Gallagher, D-N. J., whose 
House Government Operations Subcommittee 
has launched an investigation of such drug use, 
describes the practice this way: 
‘T he classroom is really a creative, learning 
experience. Yet, in Omaha, through drugs, physi­ 
cians are attempting to induce conformity; in 
other words, they seem f 
,%9 attempting to cre­ 
ate a Huxleyan alpha student from those iden­ 
tified with gamma. This may seem unbeliev­ 
able; but it is happening nonetheless. There are 
important persons who would like to turn the 
school system into a massive clinic.” 
Unknown factors in the use of these drug* 
are emphasized by the case of one parent who 
told Gallagher that when her son stopped taking 
the drug he sank into a deep depression and 
broke every window in the house. - 
Gallagher promises a full-scale investigation 
of drug prescription in schools, including inquiry 
into who is promoting it as well as reports it is 
being subsidized with federal funds. Then, he 
believes, parents more effectively c a n assert 
their right not to have school authorities tam­ 
per with the minds and bodies of their children.

the full time attention of at 
least one, and more likely sev­ 
eral, persons, plus consultations 
with numerous experts in the 
field, over a period of time 
measured in months. It was just 
not possible for the commit­ 
tee to make studies of that na­ 
ture, nor did I, personally, ever 
understand that such was ex­ 
pected of us. 
For example, take just the 
problem of health. This should 
include a study of the Pine­ 
crest facility, operated with two 
other counties, the health de­ 
partment operated 
with 
one 
other county, aid to the handi­ 
capped 
which 
includes 
state 
sharing of responsibility, am­ 
bulance service, and so forth, to 
name only the obvious direc­ 
tions such a study should take. 
In addition, there would 
be 
other related areas needing ex­ 
ploration, including one impor­ 
tant one not yet obvious to 
most 
Delta 
County 
citizens, 
namely, the pressing need for 
expended hospital care facili­ 
ties for the average citizen, a 
bear of a problem which the 
oounty must soon face up to and 
wrestle with. This only briefly 
outlines what would have to be 
studied in detail in order to ar­ 
rive at specific recommenda­ 
tions in just one of the areas 
you named in your editorial.

Our group’s report filled in 
the basic background and role 
of county government. Hope­ 
fully, other studies in specific 
areas will be made at a later 
date and build on what we have 
begun. Personally, I was dis­ 
appointed 
in 
the 
format 
in 
which our report appeared. A 
booklet or mimeographed copies 
of some sort would have adapt­ 


ed itself more readily to such 
usage by future committees of 
the sort I have described. 
Our recommendation for a 
full time county coordinator or 
manager available to assist such 
committees by researching and 
compiling data could make such 
studies more feasible. For any­ 
one to expect specific recom­ 
mendations of the breadth and 
scope indicated in your edi­ 
torial, given the nature of our 
committee and of county gov­ 
ernment today, is expecting the 
impossible. 
Even if it were possible, I 
doubt the wisdom of recom­ 
mending sweeping changes si­ 
multaneously in many areas of 
county 
governmental 
concern 
because of the nature of our 
government. 
The 
American 
system of government is a com­ 
plex of interrelationships on lo­ 
cal, state and national levels. 
County government developed 
at the heart of it and its roots 
are strong and deep, going back 
over a thousand year* in our 
Anglo-Saxon governmental her­ 
itage. 
As in any system, changes in 
any of its parts, can have far­ 
reaching and often unexpected 
effects in other parts of the 
system. So it is with county 
government because of its in­ 
terrelatedness with the total 
fabric 
of 
our 
government 
structure. It would seem to be 
the course of wisdom and pru­ 
dence to initiate desired changes 
in an ordered and orderly man­ 
ner in more than erne or two 
areas and then allow time for 
the changes to be assimilated 
with attention 
to 
unforeseen 
and possibly undesirable conse­ 
quences before proceeding to 
institute 
additional 
changes 
which might need to be modi­ 
fied in the light of those con­ 
sequences.

it 
County government today is 
at a watershed. It can wither 
away or it can become a re­ 
vitalizing force in our demo­ 
cratic system, particularly in 
non-metropolitan areas. As you 
indicate in your editorial and 
we in our report, county gov­ 
ernm ent can and should be that 
revitalizing 
force. 
This 
can 
come about through an exam i­ 
nation of the role of county 
government in historical per­ 
spective and in relation to the 
needs of the oounty’# citizens 
and the development of new 
and more effective alternative* 
for meeting those needs within 
the framework of recommenda­ 
tions for changes in county gov­ 
ernment.

should then be followed by ac­
